Fiesta night 
aids students 


It was enough to shake a fiesta queen to her crown. Cantinflas, 
the famous Mexican actor and comic crowned and kissed each 
one of nine lovely parish fiesta queens in full view of thousands. 

This was the climax to a warmly greeted evening of en- 
tertainment Sunday, in San Diego’s civic Golden Hall, when 3,500 
persons helped to swell the funds for Mexican-American student 
scholarships. 

THE QUEENS represented nine predominantly Mexican- 
American parishes and the Padre Hidalgo Center, whose com- 
bined efforts staged this major benefit night. First there was the 
show at the hall, and later came dancing into the morning at E] 
Cortez hotel. 

Pedro Vargas who, like Cantinflas, donated his services, was 
the idol of the audience. Song after song, his mellow baritone 
brought constant applause, encores and standing ovations. 

Singers and dancers from both sides of the border provided a 
program which filled nearly three hours before the appearance of 
Cantinflas, whose humor roused quick response. 


THE HONOR of introducing the star performer of the evening 
went to Father Roberto Omana, an old friend of Cantinflas, who 
persuaded the internationally famous artist to come to San Diego 
for the fiesta. 

And the man who maintained the pace and pitch of the evening 
without flagging was Teddy Fregoso, emcee of distinction. 
Backed by the Mariachi de Luis Cacho, Los Hermanos Cota, 
Marisol Martinez, Roy Aguilar and dancers Las Gemelas Costo, 
and others, the evening was musically memorable. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher and diocesan chancellor Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen enjoyed the entirely Spanish evening together with others 
named by Msgr. Gilbert Chavez as workers in the field of 
Mexican-American affairs.

The University of San Diego athletic 
stadium will be a “house of prayer” when 
more. than 1,500 registered members of 
Catholic charismatic renewal communities 
from 11 states gather Friday, Aug. 3, for a 
western regional conference. 

There will be no major speakers, but 
prayer leaders, at the 8 to 10 p.m. opening 
general session. The conference ends 
Sunday, Aug. 5, when Bishop Leo T. Maher 
will be principal concelebrant of an af- 
ternoon Mass, followed by another prayer 
meeting, both in the stadium. 


PARTICIPANTS, expected to reach 4,000, 
have been converging on San Diego from as 
far away as Alaska for three-days of prayer, 
workshops and seminars at the USD and 
University High School campuses on both 
sides of Linda Vista road. 

More than 500 visitors have found a 
welcome in private homes, however, with 
another 1,000 housed in San Diego State 
University, in hotels and motels. 

The conference will have five major all- 
day workshops Saturday and a wide variety 
of 36 seminars Sunday, some repeated. But 
the focus will be on personal and group 
prayer and on celebration of the liturgy.

“PERSONAL prayer isa basic and 
necessary part of Christian living,’’ says the 
conference brochure. ‘Everything in the 
conference will cease during this period.”’ 

The keynote general session 3:30-5:30 
p.m. Aug. 4, will hear Auxiliary Bishop 
Joseph McKinney of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
speak on ‘“‘The Spirit of Jesus Among Us.” 
He is episcopal moderator of the Catholic 
charismatic movement. 

The Sunday Mass with Bishop Maher 
starts 1:30 p.m., with the prayer meeting 
continuing till 4 p.m. Father James Wolff 
from Albuquerque, N. M., will give the 
homily.

A new Western 
Lieutenancy of the 11th 
century papal Order of the 
Holy Sepulchre of Jerusalem 
has been formed with Bishop 
Leo T. Maher as first grand 
prior and Dr. William J. 
Doyle of La Jolla as 
lieutenant. 

The lieutenancy will hold 
its first meeting in San Diego 
in September. Cardinal 
Maximilian de Furstenberg, 
the order’s grand master, is 
expected to come from 
Rome to officiate at the 
meeting, according to Dr. 
Doyle. 

The papal order is divided 
nationally into lieutenancies 
(four in the United States) 
which are largely 
autonomous but operate 
under a general constitution

Oldest knighthood order in 
continuous existence, the 
Knights of the Holy 
Sepulchre were founded in 
1099 at the end of the First 
Crusade by Sir Godfrey de 
Bouillon to guard the Tomb 
of Christ in the Holy Land. 
The order gradually lost its 
military character and 
became a_ charitable 
organization. 

Members uphold the ideas 
and spirit of the Crusades 
through their faith, 
apostolate and Christian 
charity. More specifically, 
the order’s constitution 
says: 

“The purpose consists in 
the preservation and 
propagation of the faith in 
the Holy Land, and 
assistance to and develop- 
ment of the missions of the 
Latin as well as the Oriental 


Rites, providing for 
charitable, cultural and 
social undertakings.”’ 
Bishop Maher has 
augumented and 


strengthened the order on 
the west coast. In 1970 he 
invested 28 men and 27 
women as Knights or Ladies 
of the Holy Sepulchre, in- 
cluding Dr. Doyle and his 
wife, Dr. Anita V. Figueredo. 

Last year the couple spent 
five weeks in the Middle 
East on a medical inspection 
tour for the Pontifical 
Mission for Palestine, 
visiting refugee. camps, 
clinics and schools in 
Lebanon, Jordan and Israel. 
In Jerusalem they were 
presented with the Pilgrim’s 
Shell, highest decoration of 
the order, by Latin Rite 
Patriarch Giacomo Beltritti. 

With the patriarch they 


visited schools, seminaries 
and churches built and 
supported by Knights and 
Ladies of the Holy Sepulchre 
in the U.S. 


Dr. Doyle said he will 
maintain close liaison with 
Patriarch Beltritti in 
carrying out new projects of

Basic training for Synod 
leaders hitting high gear

There will be few dull 
moments when parishioners 
air their views at synod 
speak-up sessions in the fall. 
Thousands of facilitators are 
being trained to keep the 
meetings ‘‘on the rails.” 

Between 6,000 and 7,000 
facilitators will be trained 
before the synod gets un- 
derway in November, ac- 
cording to Father Philip 
Straling, synod executive 
secretary. 

TEN-HOUR courses — 
started in February by the 
diocesan synod office and 
CCD adult education — have 
produced these results so 
far: 

—In San Diego and Im- 
perial counties more than 450 
persons, representing a 
majority of the parishes 
there, completed training on 
the deanery level. Most have 
returned to their parishes to 
train others. 

—In Imperial Valley 90 
facilitators finished a recent 
week-end course, with 
another planned for - Sep- 
tember. 


ALL HANDS AT ALL HALLOWS — “Brown thumb day” was 
declared at All Hallows, La Jolla, last Saturday when 
parishioners, volunteered their labor to clean up the 
plants and shrubs around the church.

TRAINING of the Spanish- 
speaking, under Father Luis 
Bernal, has reached 200 
facilitators in 10 areas where 
classes were held. To en- 
courage their participation 
at speak-up _ sessions, 
parishes will have a special 
chairman in charge of all 
Spanish-speaking synod 
matters. 

“Great care is taken 
through facilitator training 
to provide the greatest ef- 
fectiveness for the small 
parish group discussions of 
10 to 12 people,” Father 
Straling said. ‘““Each group 
will Have a facilitator and a 
recorder.” 

About 85 recording 
secretaries from 31 parishes 
have completed a five-hour 
course. In turn they will 
recruit and train parish 
group recorders. 


“FACILITATORS do not 
lead the discussion in the 
sense of being the chief 
speaker,”’ says a handbook 


of Bob Owen, about 50 girls, boys, men and women com- 
pleted the project. Bending backs here are Owen, Father 
Bill Springer, associate, Father Derry McCarthy, visiting 
from Ireland, Tom Owen, Mike Brady and John Grady. 


for speak-up sessions. ‘“The 
responsibility for carrying 
on the discussion rests in the 
group, not the single 
designated leader. 

‘He should help create an 
atmosphere which en- 
courages people to express 
their attitudes without fear 
of being criticized. The 
facilitator recreates the 
impression that whatever 
any member offers to the 
speak-up group is im- 
portant.” 

Reports of the sessions — 
where concerns of the People 
of God will be aired — will 
guide the 14 commissions 
when they write synod 
documents renewing 
diocesan Church laws. 

The commissions will 
deal with evangelization, 
education, liturgy, youth, 
family, ethnic and racial 
groups, social action, ecu- 
menical affairs and other 
concerned areas.

Ervin’s law and Rome 


We have all learned from the television trial of the 
Watergate affair that new law, credited to Senator 
Sam Ervin, Jr., known as Ervin’s law. Roughly 
translated it is that the message or question conveyed 
by one person to another is not received in the same 
mental framework. Thus it can be misunderstood. 


Is this possibly the case over the recent edict from 
the Vatican to stop experiments over confession in 
relation to First Communion? The Sacred 
Congregation for the Clergy, whose prefect is Cardinal 
John Wright, issued a statement in the form of a letter 
to United States bishops on June 20 putting an end to 
any further experimentation. Return to confession 
before First Communion, it said. 

There has been considerable comment since as to 
why this decision was made, and why at this time. It 
was only last November that the U.S. bishops asked for 
a two year extension of the experimentation, evidently 
finding a majority in favor of its continuance. 


Rome replied, through the Clergy Congregation, on 
denying the extension and, in effect, stopping any 
further latitude. Back to the old formula of First 
Confession before Communion. 


When to know about sin? 


As one who made his First Confession and Com- 
munion at the age of five — and nearly half a century 
later can clearly remember the ritual first confession 
in that dark box — I have never been really worried 
one way or the other. Certainly children have to be 
taught right from wrong but, say some modern 
teachers, do we have to teach them about sin? Can, in 
fact, a young child commit sin? And if he does, is it a 
sin so grave as to demand confession before Com- 
munion? 

There is no reference made to any other bishops 
apart from our United States conference, and one 
wonders what the rest of the world thinks about this 
matter — which affects the universal Church — as a 
disciplinary law. But our well informed Friar 
correspondent, Father Warren Rouse, will be dealing 
with the import of this whole matter elsewhere in 
these pages. 


Christian witness 


A test of our witness is to stand.by our prin- 
ciples. Sometimes it can lead to problems, even to loss 
of business. 


I know a public relations consultant who recently 
lost an account because she refused to handle 
promotion of something which clashed with her 
Christian ideals. One of her regular clients came along 
with a promotion which involved a subject which she 
found to be the antithesis of all she tried to promote as 
Christian witness. 

When she refused to handle this particular program, 
Marilyn Hughes lost the business and the financial 
return. “I felt my first allegiance was to God and 
Christian standards,’’ she told me. The Southern Cross 
also refused to accept advertising for this program. 


Musica lethargica 


There was one gem among many which Father Luis 
Schokel, SJ left with us on his return to Spain and 
Rome after teaching for a few weeks in this diocese on 
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the Psalms. This noted scholar is also something of a 
musician, and some of his classes were illustrated by 
his occasional burst into melody. 


He told me ‘about his views on current liturgical 
music. Briefly, he said, ‘‘musica liturgica should not 
be musica lethargica’’ — liturgical music should not 
be dreary lethargic music. It must be lively, sprightly. 
And in particular he said that singing the Psalms 
should show differences in their mood. 


My interview with him, published in SC July 19, was 
also used extensively by the National Catholic News 
Service. And that brought an extraordinary coin- 
cidence. On the very day that the Southern Cross of- 
fice was linked with the national teletyping service of 
NC, the machine started printing — joining us with 
Washington — at about 10:15 a.m. The first story 
coming over was the interview with Father Schokel, 
beginning with the phrase ‘‘man is the image of God.”’ 
Here it is, as received. 
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Playboy and Penthouse 


As a result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling on 
obscenity, national magazines like Playboy and 
Penthouse are re-examining their standards. 


Bob Guccione, Penthouse’s editor and publisher, 
said the court rulings have given him two alter- 
natives: ‘either go all the way back and start editing a 
national magazine according to national standards,” 
or ‘“‘maintain present standards.’’ He said he is 
choosing “the problem route,’ whatever that 
might mean. 


Playboy spokesmen have variously been quoted 
as saying: ‘“‘we are breathing comfortably” 
and ‘‘editorial adjustments” will be made, especially 
in the photography. Unlike periodicals with un- 
printable names and indescribable contents obtained 
at “‘specialty’’ stores, the two Ps are generally 
available at candy stores and newspaper stands. 


Lesson in cooperation 


The combined efforts of the nine parishes and the 
Padre Hidalgo Center which resulted in Sunday’s 
variety show and ball for Mexican-American 
scholarships was a lesson in cooperation. As a first 
attempt at anything so big, it turned out very well. 


Perhaps this will be the forerunner of more inter- 
parish activities of all kinds, whether in the sphere of 
entertainment or in the vital areas of social concern. 
There is always.much to be gained from Christians 
working together, to make that ‘“‘community’’ so 
necessary to enrich our lives.

Praise the Lord! 


The fastest growing phenomenon in the Chris- 
tian church today is undoubtedly the charis- 
matic renewal movement. 

It is marked by prayer and fervor openly demon- 
strated to an extent rarely seen in Catholic 
communities. 

The Catholic Charismatic Renewal com- 
munities are meeting in regional conference 
in San Diego this weekend and this diocese 
is host to thousands from the western states 
who have espoused this movement of the 
Spirit. 

As with all movements, these communities have 
their stresses, their excesses and their oppo- 
nents. However, the movement is accepted by 
the bishops of the United States and Cardinal 
Leo Suenens of Belgium has spoken openly in 
its support. 

The uninhibited praise and thanks which mark 
the prayer meetings may be strange to some 
Catholics, unused to “witness” and personal 
testimony. 

But the world needs more witness to Christ, 
more prayer and more intensive community 
worship. 

In the charismatic renewal movement there is 
an obvious recognition of the place of the Holy 
Spirit, sometimes called “the most forgotten 
member of-the Blessed Trinity.”

This is the sixth in the series discussing 
some areas to be covered by the 14 Dioce- 
san Synod commissions. It is intended 
to stimulate inquiry, discussion and 
research into the needs of the diocese and 
the methods or programs designed to 
meet their needs, question how effective 


they may be and what remains to be 


done. 


Synod Commission Six shall be com- 
posed of minority, ethnic and racial com- 
missions. Members of the black, Filipino, 
Guamanian and Indian communities 
are invited to take part. Other groups 
may petition the Pre-Synod Board. 


Vatican Council II has made us aware 
of the injunction the gospels have laid 
upon us — that we must demonstrate lov 
for others by practical service. 

“In our times a special obligation binds 
us to make ourselves the neighbo 
absolutely every person and of act 
helping him when he comes across 6 
path, whether he be an old person, 
foreign laborer, a refugee, a child suffer- 


person” (GS 27). 


THIS OBLIGATION of a practical lived 
charity falls not only on the individual 
Catholic but on the Church as a whole. 

The need for the Church to provide 
every assistance possible to relieve the 
distress, disturbance and problems of 


individuals and families in need, arises 
from the role of the Church to witness 
Christ in serving the needs of man. 

The Church has a special concern for 
blacks, Filipinos, Guamanians, Indians 
and any other group regarding themselves 
as having special problems of racial or 
ethnic minority status. 


THE ETHNIC CENSUS of the Current 
Population Report of the United States 
indicates about half of all Americans iden- 
tify themselves as belonging to one of the 
major ethnic groups: English, Scottish, or 
Welsh, Irish, Spanish, Italian, French, Pol- 
ish and Russian. 

These major groups no longer encounte 
serious difficulties of assimilatién, and 
peeptance by virtue of their 


inner-city parishes of mixed racial-ethnic 
make-up, face a shortage of available 
clergy, religious and laity with special 
competence for and identification with 
the problems of minority groups.

‘re isan pacers lack of communica- 
between minority groups and other 
parishes or Church organizations. In areas 
where racial or ethnic groups form a sub- 
stantial percentage of parish membership, 
efforts are made to recognize and deal 
with problems and to remove artificial 
barriers to parish unity. 

Where such representation is minimal, 
many people in the parish may be 
unaware that special needs exist within 
their community or in other parishes. 


QUESTIONS to be discussed include the 
responsibility of individual parishioners 


to foster awareness of minority needs and 
to initiate action to meet these needs. 

Should the Adult Education Department 
of the diocese provide speakers and work- 
shops to acquaint people — on both dioce- 
san and parish levels — with the problems 
existing among people of other back- 
grounds and cultures? 

Is there a way to secure scholarships in 
parochial elementary and high schools for 
e impoverished, on a wider scale than 


IT FEASIBLE to establish special 
sligious and educational programs for 
those newly arrived in the country, within 
their own neighborhood or in easy access 
to it? 

Should there be both diocesan and par- 
ish involvement in social welfare prog- 
rams for minorities and equal job oppor- 
tunities? 


IS IT ADVISABLE to maintain minority 
culture in the liturgy and in social prog- 
rams, or should the aim be towards more 
unity within the Church? 

Would a diocesan center of urban ethnic 
affairs provide a useful base to help 
develop community structures and leader- 
ship to assist with the economic, social 
and cultural problems of urban groups?

the Church’s role in labor dispute 


Should the Church be in- 
volved in the labor dispute 
between the United Farm 
Workers Union and the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Teamsters? 

Cesar Chavez of the UF- 
WU and Frank Fitzsimmons 
of the Teamsters replied to 
this question in interviews by 
Gerard Sherry, editor, The 
Monitor, of the San Fran- 
cisco archdiocese. 


CHAVEZ — We welcome 
it. They (clergy) have a vital 
role to play — itis a question 
of social justice. The Church, 
you know, traditionally has 
supported this. In those 
places where it hasn’t, they 
have not performed the duty 
of being the chief advocates 
of social justice, being 
witnesses to the whole idea 
of helping people in

struggles, to bring about 
justice. 

In this case, much more 
so, because the combination 
of the Teamsters and the 
growers is so unfair. What 
total, 
complete disregard for the 
rights of workers and so the 
Church has a role to play, 
especially in this instance. 


FITZSIMMONS — I have 
no doubt that the clergy and 
the U.S. Catholic bishops’ 
committee on farm labor act 
in good faith. However, 
serious questions arise when 
the clergy decries violence 
perpetuated by the Team- 
sters and remains strangely 
silent about violence per- 
petuated by Cesar Chavez 
and his organization. 

These questions are 
magnified when the clergy 


fails to speak out for’ 


coverage of farm workers 
under the National Labor 
Relations Act and by giving 
a silent blessing to the 


lawlessness in _ labor- 
management relations 
which now exist in 
agriculture. 


These questions are fur- 
ther magnified by the fact 
that the clergy takes the 
position that farm workers 
should belong only to the 
United Farm Workers 
Union, thus denying the free 
choice of unions to farm 
workers as expressed in 
federal labor legislative 
policy. 

If the Church has a role in 
such affairs, that role should 
be one of equal justice, which 
looks to the welfare. of the 
workers themselves.

subject of official experiment within recent 
years. In November, 1972, the bishops of 


the United States requested permission from 
Rome to continue the experiment for a 
further two years. Instead of an extension, 
the Vatican ordered an end to the experi- 
ment at the close of the current scholasticg ™n 


The recent Declaration from Rome insisting that children 
go to confession before receiving First Communion is “‘pater- 
nalism at its worst,”’ says Father Warren J. Rouse, OFM. In this 
special article for the Southern Cross he examines the histori- 
cai development and background to this regulation. 

Father Rouse writes as executive secretary of the Diocesan 
Liturgy Commission, SC columnist and member of the religious 
studies faculty of the University of San Diego. 


The May 24, 1973 Declaration from Rome 
insisting that children must receive the 
Sacrament of Penance before their First 
Communion came as a shock and a surprise 
to many religious educators and parents. 

We would have replied, 25 years ago, 
“Roma locuta, causa finita’”” (Rome has 
spoken, the case is closed). Not so today as a 
result of Vatican II. In the spirit of that 
Council, it will be my contention that the 
recent Declaration ignores the historical 
development of the liturgy, denies what is 
technically called the ‘‘economy’’ of 
sacramental practice, misinterprets Roman 
documents of the past and present, belittles 
pastoral experience and is insensitive to the 
principle of collegiality. 

IN SHORT, the document appears to 
represent paternalism at its worst. 

At the outset, two points must be clearly 
emphasized: First, the Declaration is a 
disciplinary and not a dogmatic statement. 
Secondly, bishops individually or collectively 
must observe the instruction: 

“After carefully considering the matter 
and mindful of the wishes of the Bishops, the 
Sacred Congregations for the Discipline of 
the Sacraments and for the Clergy, by this 
document, with the approval of the Supreme 
Pontiff Paul VI, declare that an end must be 
put to these experiments, which have ex- 
tended over two years, with the conclusion 
of the current school year 1972-1973 and that 
the Decree Quam Singulari is therefore to be 
henceforth obeyed everywhere and by all.” 


THIS COMMAND was anticipated in a 
letter from Cardinal John J. Wright, prefect 
of the clergy congregation, to Cardinal John 
Krol, president of the U.S. bishops’ con- 
ference (March 21, 1973): ‘‘The 
Congregation counts upon each bishop of a 
local Church, in collegiate solidarity with 
the Bishop of Rome, to lead his people to 
ready and fullhearted cooperation with the 
judgment of the universal Church.” 

In the light of these considerations, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher properly instructed his clergy 
on July 17, 1973: ‘“You are directed to follow 
this teaching and are requested to instruct 
parents and teachers to adhere to it. We are 
to lead our people to ready and fullhearted 
cooperation with the universal Church.” 

Mindful of these directives, I do not un- 
dertake a public discussion of the 
Declaration lightly, nor do I intend in any 
way whatsoever to urge or encourage 
defiance of authority. I believe in the ob- 
servance of the law, but I also believe that 
one has the right — and the privilege — to 
prompt, open dialogue in order to influence 
a change in legislation. 


THIS STANCE takes on the character of 
an imperative as a result of the preamble: 
“After carefully considering the matter and 
mindful of the wishes of the Bishops... ” 
For the NC news service quotes a Vatican 
source as commenting: 

“In 1971, the Vatican allowed ex- 
perimentation in the area of First Com-. 
munion without confession, asking for 
reports on the success or failure of such 
experiments. Since two years went by with 
only one nation (United States) even 
bringing up the subject, it was decided to 
bring a gradual end to the experimentation, 
all the while allowing for due pastoral 
care.” 

Apart from the lack of logic employed in 
this statement, a twofold response im- 
mediately comes to mind. 


FIRST, EVEN if the Declaration is based” 
on a decision of the Bishops of the United 
States, it is at best a misrepresentation, 
since the news services report that ‘‘the 
American Bishops had voted at their 
November general meeting to petition 
Rome for a two-year extension of the ex- 
periment.”’ 


They based their request not on con- 
troversial psychological or pedagogical 
studies but ‘‘on the basis of the good ex- 
perience reported by dioceses regarding the 
more fruitful reception of the two 
sacraments.”’ 

A second point begging clarification is 
Cardinal Wright’s justification for his 
position (March 21): ‘‘Since, however, the 
delay of confession even to the age of 9-10 
years is based largely on such principles, as 
is to be seen in the answer to question 6 of 
the instrument of evaluation sent by the 
United States Bishops... ” 

WHATEVER the nature of the “‘in- 
strument,”’ it should be informative to learn 
who formulated it and how many bishops 


consulted their liturgical commissions, 
pastors, associates and religious educators 
before they submitted their response. In 
pastoral matters, secrecy and collegiality 
cannot be bedfellows. 

Now a recapitulation of penitential rites in 
the Church demonstrates the pertinent 
principle of ‘‘sacramental economy,’’ 
summarized by Piet Fransen: ‘‘As applied 
to the sacraments, it embodies the insight 
that their practical administration has been 
entrusted by Christ to his Church. 

“It was acknowledged that in the 
liturgical and juridical sphere the Church 
had very wide and flexible powers. Thus, the 
Church could take into account and meet the 
practical needs of a local, national or even 
continental Church, or the universal Church 
at a given time.”’ 


THE PRINCIPLE of “‘economy,”’ Father 
Fransen notes, was invoked by Pope John 
XXIII when he said that ‘‘we should learn to 
distinguish between the substance of the 
faith, which does not change, and the many 
forms of expression of this faith, which do.” 

The theologian correctly points out that 
“the Church has, in fact, in the East and in 
the West, used and admitted many different 
liturgical possibilities, not just as purely 
ceremonial secondary symbols, but for the 
validity of the sacrament.”’ (Fransen, Piet, 
Intelligent Theology, Vol. II, Chicago. 
Franciscan Herald Press, 1969. Pgs. 20-22.) 

So it happened historically. 


FROM APOSTOLIC times the Church was 
conscious of its power to remit sins, but 
precision was lacking with regard to the 
frequency of sacramental absolution. An 
early document, Shepherd Hermas, ad- 
vocated the “law of one penance,”’ that is, 
forgiveness once in a lifetime and for quite 
serious, public sins (e.g., murder, apostasy) 
which obviously could be committed only by 
an adult. 

Simultaneously churchmen taught that 
personal penance, prayer and attendance at 
the Eucharist were the normal means for 
obtaining God’s pardon. In fact, before the 
12th century there is scant information that 
children received absolution. 

A conclusive argument for this assertion 
points to the severity of penances — for 
example, the sinner’s relegation to a 
monastery for the rest of his life. 


SO DIFFICULT were these penances that 
confession became associated with the an- 
nointing of the sick. (Cf. Poschmann, 
Bernhard, Penance and the Annointing of 
the Sick, New York: Herder and Herder, 
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m-_ year. This came in a joint Declaration by 
he® “the Sacred Congregations for the Discipline 
of the Sacraments and for the Clergy, dated 
May 24. Cardinal John J. Wright, prefect of 
the clergy congregation relayed the Declar- 
ation to Cardinal John Krol, president of 
the United States bishops’ conference. 
Reaction to the edict has been widespread 
tic nthe United States. 
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1964, for a documented history of the 
sacrament.) 

It was only at the Fourth Lateran Council 
(1215) that legislation concerning children 
appeared : those who had reached the age of 
discernment should confess once a year and 
receive the Eucharist at Easter. 

But theologians disagreed as to the ‘‘age 
of discernment.”’ St. Thomas, for example, 

id not associate confession with the 
Eucharist. : 


HE TAUGHT that a child may receive 
Communion when he can distinguish the 
difference between ordinary bread and the 
consecrated host. But he also affirmed that 
children do not have the maturity to commit 
serious sin — therefore, they should not be 
required to confess before approaching the 
altar. 

The Council’s disciplinary Canon was 
echoed by Trent in the 16th century: all who 
have reached the age of reason should 
receive Communion each year, at least at 
Easter. (Cf. Denziger-Schonmetzer, n. 


@ B59). 
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Trent said nothing about penance, but the 
later Roman Catechism left the decision as 
to the child’s readiness for confession and 
Communion to the parent and confessor. 
Francis Buckley opines that therefore ‘‘the 
child- has already gone to confession’’ (Cf. 
Children and God, New York, Corpus 
Paperbacks. 1970, pg. 3). It should not be 
overlooked, however, that the word ‘con- 
fessor’’ in Church documents frequently and 
simply designates a priest who has the 
faculties to hear confessions! 

FATHER James Shaughnessy, writing 


last year in The Homiletic and Pastoral _ 


\@Xeview, 


summarizes the historical 
problem: “From the 13th Century to the 
present time, there had been a constant 
struggle concerning the age of first 
Eucharist and first penance. One position 
was to delay first penance and first 
Eucharist: because it was held that these 
children were incapable of sin and therefore 
had no need of either sacrament. At the 
other extreme were those who held that 
both sacraments should be available to 
young children because they were capable 
of sufficient knowledge and devotion to 
partake of the Eucharist. 

‘“‘The real problem here was that neither 


ere was making the proper distinction 


etween when a child may and must partake 
of the Eucharist, and when the same child 
may and must celebrate penance. They 
were simply confusing the requirements for 
these sacraments.” 

Cognizant of this question, Bishop Maher 
wisely directed in his recent letter: ‘It is 
our hope that in all cases admission to these 
sacraments will be governed by the norms 

. which require that the parents and 
confessor of the child be consulted when 
judgment concerning the child’s readiness 
for first confession and first Communion is 
made.” 

HISTORICALLY, the next important 
Roman document is Sacra Tridentina 
cine (1905) concerning the daily 

“eception of Communion: “Frequent and 
daily Communion... should be open to all of 


e. faithful, of whatever rank and condition 
of life; so that no one who is in the state of 
grace, and who approaches the holy table 
with a right and devout intention can be 
prohibited therefrom.”’ 

And elsewhere: “That the practice of 
frequent and daily Communion may be 
carried out with greater prudence and more 
fruitful merit, the confessor’s advice should 
be asked. Confessors, however, must take 
care not to dissuade anyone from frequent 
or daily Communion, provided he is found to 


be in a state of grace and approaches with 
the right intention.’’ 

It seems clear to me that the im- 
plementation of this disciplinary decree, as 
well as the following ones, depends upon a 
parent’s or confessor’s theology of what 
constitutes a mortal sin. If it is truly 
believed that a seven-year-old can commit a 
mortal sin (which assertion I vehemently 
attack), then confession before First 
Communion is in order and _ indeed 
necessary. 


THE NEXT document is the celebrated 
Quam Singulari (1910) cited by the May 24 
Declaration. Pertinent paragraphs of this 
disciplinary decree state: 

“In virtue of the aforesaid decree of the 
Lateran Council still in force, the faithful as 
soon as they arrive at the years of discretion 
are obliged to receive the sacraments of 
penance and Holy Communion at least once 
a year... The abuses which we condemn 
may be traced to the fact ‘that those who 
demand a certain age for penance and 
another for Holy Eucharist have neither 
rightly nor wisely defined the required age. 

“The Lateran Council requires one and 
the same age for both sacraments, since it 
imposes a joint obligation of penance and 
Communion. Therefore; since the age of 
discretion required for penance is that at 
which right can be distinguished from 
wrong — namely when one comes to the use 
of reason — so also for Communion that age 
is required which can distinguish the 
eucharistic bread from the common, which 
in turn is also the age at which a child at- 
tains the use of reason.’ 

BYPASSING the non-sequitur reasoning 
involved here, I let another paragraph 
speak for itself: ‘Even though a more 
thorough preparation and an accurate 
sacramental confession should precede 
Holy Communion, which does not happen 
everywhere, yet the loss of first innocence is 
always to be deplored and might have been 
avoided by receiving the Holy Eucharist in 
more tender years.”’ 

Then the crucial statement: ‘The custom 
of not admitting children to confession, or of 
not absolving them, is absolutely con- 
demned. Wherefore the ordinaries of place 
(bishops) using those means which the law 
gives them, shall see that it is done away 
with.” 

This is an attack on those who refuse a 
child’s request for early confession. Over 
and beyond the traditional moral 
theologians’ cautions about ‘‘sufficient 
matter for absolution” (Cf. Noldin-Schmidt, 
Jone, et al), theologians today who 
recommend the postponement of first 


confession are not denying the child’s right ~ 


to the sacrament — and this is precisely 
what the decree was protesting. 


CERTAINLY, if a child wants to receive 
this sacrament before First Communion, he 
has perfect freedom to do so. But by the 
same token and in the name of the same 
principle, a child’s freedom should be 
respected if he does not choose to have 
confession first. 

Now to the Code of Canon Law 
promulgated in 1917. Canon 854 (No. 4) 
states that the child’s admittance to First 
Communion belongs to the confessor and the 
parents (‘‘sacerdoti a confessionibus 
eorumque parentibus’’), inferring that the 
priest’s judgment is made on the basis of 
actual confession. 

But the following paragraph only says 
that the priest should not admit the child to 
Communion before the use of reason or 
sufficient disposition (‘tne pueri ad sacram 
Synaxim accedant ante adeptum usum 
rationis vel sufficienti dispositione’’). 


MY CONCLUSION is that actual con- 
fession is, per se, not required, particularly 
in view of Canon 906 which reads: Everyone 
who has reached the age of reason must 
confess his sins at least once a year. 
However, moral theologians and com- 
mentators on the Code have consistently 
explained this directive as applicable to 
people who are in the state of mortal sin (in 
view of the law concerning yearly Com- 
munion)! 

Moving from legalist terminology to 
exhortation, Pius XII said (Mediator Dei): 
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New Vatican First 
Communion decree 
-- ‘a lack of logic’

“Arouse, venerable brethren, in the hearts 
of those committed to your care, a great and 
insatiable hunger for Jesus Christ. Under 
your guidance let the children and youth 
crowd to the altar rails to offer themselves, 
their innocence and their works of zeal to the 
divine Redeemer.”’ 

With no mention of a mandatory con- 
fession before Communion! The Pontiff also 
cited Trent: “It is easy, therefore, to un- 
derstand why the holy Council of Trent lays 
down that by means of the eucharistic 
sacrifice the saving virtue of the Cross is 
imparted to us for the remission of the sins 
we daily commit.” 


A FEW YEARS later the Constitution on 
the Sacred Liturgy (1963) noted: “‘With the 
passage of time, however, there have crept 
into the rites of the sacraments and 
sacramentals certain features which have 


rendered their nature and purpose far from 
clear to the people of today; hence, some 
changes have become necessary to adapt 
them to the needs of our own times.” ; 
In particular: ‘“‘The rite and formulas for 
the Sacrament of Penance are to be revised 
so that they more clearly express both the 
nature and effect of the sacrament.” 
While a certain amount of authorized and 
unauthorized experimentation has taken 
place during the past decade, the principal 
directives are contained in the General 


_ Catechetical Directory (1971) which, along 


with Quam Singulari, is cited by the 1973 
Declaration. 


OF SPECIAL interest is the Addendum to 
the General Catechetical Directory. 
Following the paragraph numbering of the 
document, these are the main points: 


1. The age of discretion, ‘about the 
seventh year,” is re-affirmed, but it is ad- 
mitted that this is an age ‘‘which develops 
gradually, is subject to various conditions, 
and which presents a peculiar nature in 
every child.’’ Thus, it is obviously 
recognized that not all children 
automatically and uniformly receive 
“reason” on their seventh birthday. 


2. As the child grows, he is to receive 
moral training, and this should be ap- 
proached in a positive way. 


3. “When a child begins to offend God by 
sin, he also begins to have the desire of 
receiving pardon”’ both from those around 
him and from God. ‘‘The special task of 
catechesis here is to explain in a suitable 
way that sacramental confession is a means 
offered children of the Church to obtain 
pardon for sin, and furthermore that it is 
even necessary per se if one has fallen into 
serious sin.” 

Moreover, ‘‘great purity of soul is clearly 
fitting for the reception of Communion. One 
must be very careful, however, that 
children do not get the impression that 
confession is necessary before receiving the 
Eucharist... ” 


4. The Addendum then speaks of certain 
new experiments, alluding to people who 
wish to postpone confession in order (a) to 
avoid psychological disturbances in 
children and (b) to foster “better education 
for the spirit of penance... ” In response, 
this paragraph denies that early confession 
is harmful, provided that the child has been 
well instructed and receives continuing 
education as he develops. 


5. This is the final and crucial part of the 
Addendum, which comments on Quam 
Singulari: “‘One can scarcely have regard 
for the right that baptized children have of 
confessing their sins, if at the beginning of 
the age of discretion they are not prepared 
and gently led to the Sacrament of 
Penance.”’ - 


Therefore, ‘‘the Holy See judges it fitting 
that the practice now in force in the Church 
of putting confession ahead of First Com- 
munion should be retained... The Holy See 
is not unmindful of the special conditions 


that exist in various countries, but it exhorts 
the bishops in this important matter not to 
depart from the practice in force without 
having first entered into communication 
with the Holy See... Nor should they in any 
way allow the pastors or educators or 
religious institutes to begin or to continue to 
abandon the practice in force.” 

At this point the matter seems to be set- 
tled, but it is important to read the con- 
cluding paragraph: “In regions, however, 
where new practices have been already 
introduced which depart notably from the 
pristine practice, the Conferences of 
Bishops will wish to submit these ex- 
periments to a new examination. If after 
that they wish to continue these experiments 
for a longer time, they should not do so 
unless they have first communicated with 
the Holy See.” 


Patently, Cardinal Wright’s letter (March 
21) recognized pastoral experimentation: 
“The Congregation has examined with great 
care the petitions of the Bishops, namely 
that (1) the experimental practice of ad- 
ministering First Communion before first 
confession be continued in those places in 
the United States where it now exists, for a 
period of two years, with the approval of the 
Ordinary; (2) other ordinaries be permitted 
to introduce the experiment, for the same 
period of two years... ” 

It seems apparent, as I mentioned at the 
outset, that some “evalutory instrument”’ 
was employed by the U.S. Bishops’ Com- 
mittee, for the Cardinal cites their con- 
clusion that ‘‘the number of replies to the 
questionnaire does not offer a basis for a 
conclusive evaluation.” 

He also noted that the bishops wish a 
continuation of the experiment, even though 
they do not perhaps agree with the 
psychological and pedagogical reasons 
sometimes advanced. 


Nevertheless, Rome has categorically 
stated: ‘‘An end must be put to these ex- 
periments.” 

Once again, we are faced with a curial 
“fiat? concerning a disciplinary and not 


doctrinal statement purportedly formulated 
“after carefully considering the matter and 
mindful of the wishes of the Bishops... ”’ 
(Declaration of May 24, 1973) and preceded 
by Cardinal Wright’s observation (March 
21) that our bishops will comply ‘‘since they 
are assured once again that the decision of 


the Holy See was made after wide collegiate_ 


consultation and represents the judgment of 
the Bishops of the Universal Church in union 
with the Supreme Pastor, the Pope.”’ 
There is no question about our compliance 
with the Declaration despite the fact that it 
ignores liturgical history, superficially cites 
past documents and rejects the considered 
opinion of the United States bishops. 


In recent years men walked on the moon 
and took a giant step forward; their 
achievement represented the cumulation of 
the past and its application to the present. 
Now the Church is ever old, ever new. But 
the tragedy is that the new is so often 
rejected. Would that we might heed the 
description of Wes Seeliger. in his delightful 
essay on Western Theology: 

“The Church is the covered wagon. It is a 
house on wheels — always on the move... It 
bears the marks of life and movement — it 
creaks, is scarred with arrows, bandaged 
with bailing wire. The covered wagon is 
always where the action is... The old wagon 
isn’t comfortable, but the pioneers could 
care less. There is a new world to explore.” 

For the love of God, let us get on the 
wagon, move forward and take risks: Christ 
promised life, not security.

A frankly laughing Christ 


As women: will, we were talking 
about. . .the odd air of defiance and 
apology with which people sometimes 
announce “‘I’m sure’God has a sense of 
humor!’’ as if somehow divine humor 
were not quite appropriate. 

Perhaps a puritanical streak runs 
through all of us to make laughter in 
heaven startling, if not downright 
improper. And yet we insist that all 
that is good comes from God and 
surely, laughter and humor are great 
benefits. 


A SENSE of humor and a sense of 
proportion have a way. of levelling 
mountains and smoothing rocky roads 
— to say nothing of lifting spirits and 
spreading contagion. 

A leading theologian, speaking of 
God in very personal terms in an in- 
terview, was asked if he was not guilty 
of ““anthropomorphizing”’ God. In other 
words, of attributing human charac- 
teristics to him. ‘‘Of course,’’ the 
famous man stoutly retorted, “chow 
else do we speak of God? We are his 
image and likeness.’’ 

Perhaps it is the fault of our teaching 
that God the Father should represent 
such stern authority that we cannot 
conceive of his laughing — until life 
sneaks in the suspicion that not even he 
could resist laughing at our ludicrous 
behavior. 


I REMEMBER one of my children 
breaking into my reverie with the 
query ‘Mummy, are you talking to 
someone?” Well, yes, I was talking to 
God, I answered with some em- 
barrassment. The age of charismatics 
and uninhibited conversations with the 
Deity had not yet evolved, and one did 
not readily admit to such spontaneous 
dialogue. 

“Why were you laughing?’’ the little 
one persisted. Well, why was I 
laughing? I looked into that earnest 
little face and, ignoring suspicions of 
celestial laughter at my expense, 
admitted simply that God makes me 
laugh. 


guidelines on 
sterilization 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — The secretary of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare has issued 
guidelines to protect the 
rights of minors and legally 
incompetent adults in 
sterilization procedures. 

Secretary Caspar W. 
Weinberger said HEW 
agencies involved with 
sterilization programs will 
be instructed to develop 
regulations which include 
appointment of a local 
review committee and the 
filing of reports’ on 
sterilization procedures. 

The review committee is to 
be composed of five mem- — 
bers competent to deal with 
the medical, legal, social and 
ethical issues of sterilization. 
They are to be selected by 
project authorities but must 
not be connected with the 
program, and at least one 
member of the committee 
must be a local represen- 
tative. 


The guidelines also specify 
that after approval by the 
review committee, 
sterilization of minors and 
legally incompetent adults 
must be declared to be in the 
“best interest of the patient” — 
by a “court of competent 
jurisdiction.” © 

Weinberger said there 
would be a freeze on HEW 
funds for sterilization of 
minors and legally in- 
competent adults until the 
regulations could be put into 
effect.

It requires an easiness, a com- 


_ fortableness, an acceptance, to be able 


to enjoy humor together. We readily 
teach the doctrine of love in religious 
education today, is it too much to 
consider also teaching the place of 
laughter? 

Modern artists are beginning to 
depict Christ as a warm, tender 
smiling person, even — oh how close to 
blasphemy we skim — a frankly, 
delightedly laughing Christ. 


PERHAPS we may yet learn to laugh 
at our own foibles and the faults of 
others. Perhaps we may develop that 
perspective which reveals our most 
cherished social pursuits in all their 
solemn foolishness. 

Perhaps, laughing at ourselves 
without rancor or malice, we may hear 
the echo of divine laughter and thank 
God for this great gift.

Breakaway church 
‘canonizes’ priest 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(NC) — The breakaway 
Brazilian Catholic Apostolic 
Church has canonized a 
controversial Roman 
Catholic priest, drawing the 
criticism of  Brazil’s 
hierarchy. 

The Apostolic Church was 
founded in 1945 by Bishop 
Carolos Durate Costa of 
Maura, who had been ex- 
communicated by Pope Pius 
XII for leading a ‘‘disorderly 
life.”’ 

IN ITS liturgical 
traditions, ritual and doc- 
trine, it imitates the Roman 
Catholic Church, though it 
stresses the nationalistic 
aspects of its organization. 

It canonized Father Cicero 
Romao Batista, one ofthe 
famous figures of the 
Brazilian Northeast, where 
people still go on pilgrimage 
to ask for miracles of him. 

A friend of the ferocious 
bandit Limpiao, Father 
Batista worked with the poor 
until his death, despite being 
suspended by his bishop. 

BOTH CARDINAL Avelar 
Brandao Vilela of Bahia, 
primate of Brazil and the 
Brazilian Bishops’ Con- 
ference condemned the 
Apostolic Church’s action. 

“In all this episode of the 
alleged canonization of 
Father Batista,’’ said 
Cardinal Brandao Vilela, 
“one must ask how can a 
church, which has declared 
itself against the highest 
authority of the Catholic 
Church, the Pope, intervene 
in the internal life of 


Catholicism? 
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“That the Brazilian 
(Apostolic) Church 
canonizes its own members I 
can understand. But that it 
has the pretension to 
canonize members of the 
religious patrimony of our 


Catholic Church is 
something that cannot be 
accepted.” 

Catholic authorities 
generally regard the 


Apostolic Church as a 
“farce”’ and some 
newspapers have insinuated 
that it is being used by the 
Brazilian government to 
embarrass the Catholic 
Church, which has strongly 
criticized government social 
and economic policies.

Pope Paul defends 
missionaries’ role 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — Pope Paul VI 
defended the right of missionaries to speak out about 
“crimes against defenseless people.”’ 

While he made no direct allusions, it was generally 
agreed the Pope was referring to missionary reports 
of a recent massacre of natives in Portuguese-held 
Mozambique. 

The Pope’s talk came two days after publication of 
his annual World Mission Day message, which 
stressed the need for more priests and religious in 
missionary countries. 


IN HIS talk at a general audience, the Pope said: 
“No one can accuse missionaries, and the Church 
which they represent, of spilling blood or of favoring 
oppression of people to whom they bring the Gospel 
message. 

“No one can accuse them of taking advantage of the 
high position of others, either publicly or privately, to 
defend their religious position; nor can they be ac- 
cused of being silent about crimes against defenseless 
people with whom they have even shared trials and 
suffering.” 


At an earlier audience, Pope Paul again warned 
against “‘false’’ teachings and “‘those who would try to 
give Christianity a new interpretation. 


“SUCH PEOPLE,” said the Pope, “‘try to depart 
from the traditional teachings and theology of the 
Church .. . Because of this, we must be vigilant and 
alert to currents of thought which harbor an un- 


justifiably critical and negative spirit that is aimed at 
desacralizing the Catholic religion.” 


Cursillo ‘environmentalists’ 
aim at moral pollution 


DALLAS, Texas (NC) — 
While many organizations 
fight the pollutants that 
threaten the physical en- 
vironment, a group which 
met here is fighting against 
moral pollutants and 
working for the 
Christianization of the en- 
vironment. 

For three weeks priests 
and lay leaders of the Cur- 
sillo movement in the United 
States held a series of 
seminars to discuss 
Christianizing the en- 
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vironment through personal 
example and leadership. 
“RATHER than creating 
new environments,’’ the 
statement said, ‘‘the Cursillo 
movement’s strategy is to 
make Christian apostles of 
those who have both the 
capacity for living the 
Christian life and the 
capability for being an in- 
fluence in the environments 
in which they are situated.’’ 
The Cursillo movement is 
based on a three-day “‘Little 
Course in Christianity”’ 
designed to spark a con- 
tinuing conversion process in 
each Cursillista that will 
lead him into deeper and 
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richer Christian spiritual life 
and make him a “Christian 
catalyst.” 

Father Juan Capo of 
Cordoba, Spain, one of the 
founders of the Cursillo 
movement, emphasized the 
importance of follow-up 
support for the Cursillista 
after he completes the three- 
day experience. The follow- 
up or post-Cursillo is 
referred to as the “fourth 
day,’”’ which means the rest 
of the Cursillista’s life. 

Post-Cursillo activities 
include group reunions, 
regular meetings of a small 
number of Cursillistas, and

West German bishops 
censure Father Kung 


MUNICH, Germany (NC) 
— West German Bishops’ 
Conference has censured 
controversial theologian, 
Father Hans Kung, for his 
reply to the reaffirmation of 
the oneness and infallibility 
of the Catholic Church by the 
Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. 


The censure came in a 
statement issued by Car- 
dinal Julius Doepfner of 
Munich, president of the 
bishops’ conference. 


The Vatican document 
reaffirmed the Church’s 
infallibility in matters of 
faith and morals and 


‘restated the traditional 


teaching concerning 
situations in which that 
infallibility is manifested. 


ALTHOUGH the 


congregation did not attach 
any names to the teachings it 
criticized; many of the 
criticisms were apparently 
directed at Swiss-born 
Father Kung, director of the 
Ecumenical Institute of 
Tubingen University in 
Germany. The congregation 
is investigating Father 
Kung’s 1970 book Infallible? 
An Inquiry: 

In a statement issued the 
same day the. Vatican 
document was published, 
Father Kung claimed that 
the congregation had 
disqualified itself “juri- 
dically and _theological- 
ly.” 

Maintaining that the 
congregation had passed 
public judgment without 
trial, he said, ‘These 
proceedings and the 


declaration, with nothing 
but assertions without valid 
substantiation, make public 
the fact that the 
Congregation for the Doc- 
trine of the Faith is not 
capable of making a con- 
tribution which will help us 
answer the questions on 
Church, ministry and _ in- 
fallibility which are now 
being discussed worldwide in 


Catholic theology and 
ecumenism.’ 
RECALLING that the 


congregation had allowed 
theological discussion of 
Father Kung’s book ‘‘to 
continue for a fairly long 
time,’’ Cardinal Doepfner 
said the congregation had 
issued its declaration ‘‘so 
that any further cause for 
confusion among the faithful 
might be avoided.” 


USCC agency denounces ‘atrocities’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — In a strongly 
worded statement the Justice and Peace 
Division of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
denounced ‘‘the systematic, long-standing 
and violent repression of human rights in 
the Republic of Bolivia.” 

The division’s statement came in response 
to a call by the Bolivian bishops’ Justice and 
Peace Commission’ asking _ sister 
organizations around the world to focus 
world attention on the political im- 
prisonments, torture and death in that 
country: ‘ 


_ THE USCC unit, headed by Father J. 
Bryan Hehir, said the list of nations which 
have violated the 1948 Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights ‘‘is long and 
does not exclude our own country.”’ 


But, it said, ‘‘little attention has been paid 
by world opinion to the documented 
atrocities that have occurred in Bolivia over 


the past two years; reports of such atrocities, 


despite recent concilatory statements by the 
Bolivian government, have in fact increased 
during the past year.”’ 


AMONG THE atrocities cited by the USCC 
unit were: 


— The ‘‘conservatively estimated”’ 
killings of ‘‘some 400 people” immediately 
after the rightist military coup of August, 
1971, which placed Gen. Hugo Banzer in 
power. 

— The exile or expulsion of ‘‘numerous 
priests and religious” in the months 
following the coup.
